“AMERICAN PERIL” WORST. 
DELCASSE SCARES FRENCHMEN. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

PARIS, June 3.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble] In the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day, M. Tornelles de Constant asked 
the Foreign Minister, M. Delcasee, for 
a statement onthe Chinese situation. 
In the course of his remarks the deputy 
alluded to American business competi- 
tion, saying the “American peril” was 
advancing toward them with methodi- 
cal rapidity. The Napoleons of Ameri- 
can industry declared openly that their 
enterprise meant the conquest of Eu- 
rope and her economic ruin. The “yel- 
low peril” was more distant than the 
American peril, but the Chinese had 
given a warning which ought not to 
be neglected. 

M. Delcasse replied in a reassuring 
manner regarding China. He said the 
French troope would leave at the 
earliest possible moment. The powers 
only insisted on measures of justice, 
having the character of reparation for 
the past and guarantees for the future. 

Regarding the indemnity, France 
thought the immediate payment of a 
lump sum was preferable. China ac- 
cepted the principle of an indemnity 
some months ago, and she now con- 
sents to pay the indemnity demanded. 
It is said she will pay with her cus- 
toms duties. But commercial rela- 
tions will not be injured, as it is inti- 
mated that China herself will pay the 
indemnity, which was only just, and 
also the expenses incurred by the 
powers. 

M. Turnelles de Constant suggested 
that the powers agree not to accept ex- 
orbitant private claims, to which M. 
Delcasse replied that the principal of 
these claims had already been gc- 
cepted. 


SEPARATE TREATIES. 
MEANS DIFFERENT CONCESSIONS 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

NEW YORK, June 4.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Concessions granted by China to 
other nations in treaties to be nego- 
tiated as the concluding chapter of the 
Chinese crisis will be enjoyed by the 
United States under the ‘most favored 
nation clause’ to be Inserted in the con- 
vention this government will present 
for signature. It will, immediately 
upon the settlement of the indemnity 
question, consider the signature of 
treaties. It is practically certain that 
the President will not be willing to 
negotiate a single treaty with China. 
though identical treaties may be 
drawn up. 


“Officials of the administration be- 
lieve that the powers will prefer to 
negotiate separate treaties. If this is 
zone, different concessions will be de- 
manded. This government proposes 
to demand reasonable safeguards for 
American interests, but in order to in- 


| sure that the United States may not 
suffer in consequence of advartages 
obtained by other governments, a 
clause will be inserted providing that 
any concessions granted to other na- 
tions will be enjoyed by the United 
States. 

“It is the impression of administra- 
tion officials that the ministers in Pe- 
king will be ordered by the govern- 
nents to accept the British proposal 
regar‘ing the method to be pursued in 
the settlement of the indemnity de- 
mand. The British proposed an issue 
of bonds at 4 per cent. interest, cach 
power to dispose as it saw fit of the 
bonds it received in payment of its 
share of the indemnity. It is practi- 
ally certain that a proposition will be 
agreed to prohibiting Individual! action 
or seizure of territory in case China 
should fail to pay the interest.” 

THE EMPEROR TO TRAVEL. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

NEW YORK, June 4—According to 
a Berlin dispatch to the Herald, the 
London correspondent of the Tage- 
blatt learns from the Chinese Legation 
in London that the Emperor of China, 
with the consent of the Dowager Em- 
press, will visit Europe in 190%. 

The Berliner Tageblatt comments 
upon the London Times’ dispatch re-

Risdon Iron Works has 
Plenty of Men. 


Union Claims There has 
Been No Break. 


No Settlement at Chicago For 
Eight Days—Newport News 
Mechanics Out.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Nearly 100 more men 
were at work at the Risdon Iron Works 
today than left there at the close of 
last week's strike, Saturday evening, 
and most of them are in the machine 
department. Whether they were strik- 
ers who had grown weary of the hope- 
less struggle against the employers 
and again sought work only they them- 
selves know. Whether they are union 
men or not members of any trades or- 
ganization was not asked of them. 
Whether the fact of their employment 
is the first break in the strikers’ ranks 
which may be followed by other 
breaks, and ultimately end the strike, 
is a disputed question. Some of the 
employers think it is, but at the head- 
quarters of the strikers their leaders 
asrert that there have been no deser- 
tions from their ranks, and that there 
hag been no change in the strike sit- 
uation. Asked who the men who re- 
turned to work are, they say they do 
not know, and then repeat that there 
has been no change. Although the la- 
bor leaders will not admit it, this one 
change in the strike condition is not to 
their liking, for, as was predicted in 
The Times yesterday, it is almost cer- 
tain to have just the effect the strike 
leaders do not want it to have, namely, 
that of causing some of the strikers to 
return to work In spite of the union. 

At the Risdon Iron Works no effort 
was made to make any claims of vic- 
tory, but on the other hand little was 
said about the matter. It was stated 
there that the men were at work and 
when they entered the shops they were 
not asked whether they were union men 
or not. The company’s only require- 
ments were an ability to do what work 
was given them and that in return for 
that work the men should be willing to 
take the regular pay, the same sched- 
ule that was in force before the strike. 
It was denied in most emphatic terms 
that the men had been imported by 
the company to take the places va- 
cated by the strikers. 

Several of the men themselves re- 
sponded to a request for information 
that they had nothing to say. Other 
employés, however, admitted that they 
believed that this would prove to be 
the beginning of the end, and that 
from time to time strikers would return 
to work until in a few weeks at most 
the strike would be over. Whether the 
future will bear out their expectations 
can only be guessed at. While the 
great mass of strikers has not been in- 
formed as yet of the fact that these 
men are at work, neither side expects 
any trouble as the result of it. 


NO CHICAGO SETTLEMENT. 


MANUFACTURERS ARE AGREED.

CHICAGO, June 3.—There will be no 
settlement of the machinists’ strike in 
Chicago until June 11. This was the

Convention at Denver Discusses and 
Adopts Resolutions—Expansion and a 
Large Standing Army “Viewed With 
Alarm—Adjournment Today. 


DENVER, June 3—The Western 
Federation of Miners very nearly com- 
pleted the work of the session today, 
and ig expected to adjourn finally to- 
morrow The day was largely devoted 
to the discussion and adoption of res- 
olutions. The resoiutions adopted last 
week by the Western Labor Union in 
favor of a new labor party were 
adopted unanimously. The Resolutions 
Committee made its report, which was 
adopted. 

The preamble of the resolutions 
tains the following paragraph: “We 
advise the toller to be ever on the 
alert in defense of his rights, educate 
himself to protect those rights by a 

seful use of the ballot, so long as 
og feasibility of such means will justi- 
fy the end in view. When not, let us 
be prepared to meet the enemy with 
the weapons of his choice, and rather 
spill every drop of Lfe-giving fluid at 
t point of the bayonet than submit 
to further op on the part of our 


sors.” 
The resolutions say: | 
“We are op to the expansion of 


our national undaries for the acqui- 
sition of territory populated by other 
than the Caucasian race. 

“We are opposed to arbitrary inter- 
ference b ederal authorities in the 
local affairs, and we especially object 
to government by injunction,as a new 
and highly dangerous form of oppres- 
sion by which Federal judges in con- 
tempt of all laws of the Stat? and rights 
of its citizens become at once 
la tors, judges and executors. 

“We view with alarm the evident de- 
sire to increase the standing army. 
Aside from the enormous expense a 
large mijitary establishment imposes 
upon the producers of the nation, who 
are the actual taxpayers, we know 
from historical facts and our own ex- 
per.ence that it is the chosen weapon 
of tyrants, already a foe to individual 
rights of the common people, and in- 
compatible with free institutions. 
Therefore we express the hope that the 
members of o ganized labor every- 
Where will refr. from voluntary en- 
Hetment in any cepartment t the Fed- 
eral or State military service. 

‘That a graduated tax be levied on 
income and inheritance and property 
tax should be levied on land values 
alone.” 

The national banking system ig de- 
nounced and a postal savings bank de- 
manded in its place, with the direct 
issue of all money by the government. 
The resolutions say: 

“We believe a representative form of 
government a failure, and

“We believe the members of our or- 
ganization should be as a unit on all 
matters that effect their interest. 
Therefore we would suggest that all 
political and economic questions be 
discussed freely at all meetings of local 
unions, and that an aggressive policy 
or organization along these lines be 
pursued, and realizing from past ex- 
perience that itis not so much the prin- 
ciples you advocate as the men you se- 
lect to enact into laws, execute and in- 
terpret the same. Knowing this, we 
would msist on the local unions se- 
lecting men from their own ranks 
— possible to fill these post- 

ons. 

The reservation of all public land to 
actual settlers is demanded, as is also 
the reénactment of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion Law, so enlarged as to include all 
Asiatic races."

as to enabie the carrying of more fuel. 
After inquiring why certain reports 
have not been published, he says: “Ihe 
Lurmah Kailway officiais seem re- 
solved to screen the Americans at ail 
cost.” 
After inquiring why, if American 
competition is founded on superior 
chemical research and technical edy- 
cation, British makers should be full 
of orders from Americans to deliver 
immediately at any price, he remarks: 

“Surely that is some evidence that 
the world outside the Indian Rallway 
officials consider British engines and 
material better ond in reality cheaper. 
The officia] locomotive engineer reports 
to the Burmah Rallvay that the en 
gines show early signs of wear and 
want of strength, and cheapness in 
the first cost is not true economy.” 

Hickman affirms that the great a4- 
vantages which continental and Amer- 
ican manufacturers have over British 
manufacturere is due to what prac- 
tically amounts to export bounties, 
adding: “The American engineer has 
a protected market which enables 
him to make enormous profits at home 
and even to sell at a loss abroad. stin 
getting a satisfactory return on h's 
capital. I venture to ossert with con- 
fidence that but for the F per cent. 
duty we would en more engincs tn 


America than the Americans send 
here.”

created a sensation in the Evangelica)

nomination, and that the fire of piety 
burned low. He said: 

“Our church has suffered very se- 
riousiy from defective government 
and as long as loud voices are 
for individualism and unbridled — lib- 
erty, 80 long as the genera! good must 
be subordinated to the rights of pri- 
vate judgment, our progress must fall 
and our institutions languish. The 
love of many for the church has grown 
cold. There is no d:sgulsing tne preva- 
lent laxity and barrenness, the low 
State of piety among us. Tne scrambie 
for dollars leaves ilttle time ior tae 
care of souls. 

Dr. A. H. Studebaker of Brooklyn 
denounced the report as the most die- 
graceful jeremiad he had ever heard, 
saying it did not in any manner reflect 
the spirit or belief of the synod, and 
after a hot debate it was referred 
back to the committee for rewriting, 
leaving out the offensive parts. 

The sixteenth biennial report of the 
Board of Church Extension showed a 
total of gifts amounting to $122,250. 
The net receipts for the two years 
were $113,044, an excess of $21,941 over 
the past biennium, an Increase of 24 
per cent., making the finest record in 
the church history.

Albert Prince, a traveling musician, and 
William Prince, a young business man, 
will be tried later on a charge of con- 
spiring with Mrs. Kennedy to kill hér 
husband. The father and Albert Prince 
are out on bond, while William Prince 
ie in jail, his relatives’ canvass for 
bail having proven u . 

The case is one of the most unuswm! 
in local criminal history, and sensa- 
tions are — the State. Both 
the Kennedy and mee families have 
lived in Kansas City for years, the 
Kennedys nent in social and 
business circles.

John F. Burns was a fireman on the 
West Pennsylvania Hailroad, when oll 
was rst struck near Oil City, Pa. a 
third of a century ago. He became in- 
terested in oil and was particularly 
lucky in his Investments. He got “in 
on the ground floor,” and in a few 
short months had an enormous income 
He owned two wells having a capacity 
tegether of 100,000 barrels daily, and 
he sold out to H. H. Rogers, the pres- 
ent executive head of the Standard Oi! 
Company. 

The price paid to Burns was enor- 
mous — those days—just what figure 
no one knows—but he ed to 
spend it with a prodigality which at- 
tracted the attention of the nation. 
His efforte in this line were unique,

OUNTAINS OF IRON. 

In the course of testimony given 
before the Industrial Commission at 
Washington, Charles M. Schwab, the 
president of the United States Steel 
Corporation, touched upon the ques- 
tion of iron-ore supplies in the United 
States, and made the statement that 
the ore deposits in this country will, 
at the present rate of consumpWcn, be 
exhausted in sixty years. 

It is possible that, in makinz this 
statement, Mr. Schwab did not take 
into consideration the fron deposits 
of Southern Utah. According to the 
reports of a number of people who 
have investigated that section, there 
are in Southwestern Utah enormous 
deposits of high-grade iron ore. These 
deposits are near the proposed route 
of the San Pedro and Salt Lake Rail- 
road, and can, it is said, be mined at 
a very small cost. For miles it is 


three-eighths of a mile wide, a mile and 
a quarter long, and 400 feet high, with 
unmistakable indications of grea" 
depth. An analysis of this ore is raid 
to have shown 75 per cent. of iron. 
has estimated that there 
in sight at least 50,000,000 tons of 
magnetite and hematite ores in

TION OF ITALY. 

It will surprise most readers to 
learn that the population of Italy has 
nearly, or quite, doubled within the 
past twenty years. The idea is very 
generally prevalent in this country 
that in Italy, as in France and Spain, 
the increase of population is very slow, 
or practically at a standstill. Such, h 
appears, is not the case. The rate of 
increase of population in Italy during 
the past twenty years, according to a 
recent article in the National Geo- 
graphic Magazine, has been greater 
than that of any nation in Europe, and 
has even exceeded the rate of increase 
in the United States during the same 
period; and this large ratio of increas¢ 
has been maintained notwithstanding 
the burden of excessive taxation, 
which would naturally tend to decrease 
the birth rate. 

The last census taken in Italy prior 
to the one taken this year, was in 1881. 
The population was then shown to be 
21,000,000. According to the census 


population now numbers 35,000,000, 
showing an increase of 14,000,000. The 
number of emigrants who have left 
Italy during the past twenty years is 
estimated at from 5,000,000 to 1,000,000. 
It thus appears that the actual in- 
crease by births in twenty years has 
been not far from 100 per cent. “It 
has taken the United States thirty 
years,” . says the National Geo- 
graphic “aided by 12,000,000 
immigrants, to double its numbers.” 
Italy has now a population nearly 
equal to that of the United States in 
1870, thirty-one years ago. If the cur- 
rent rate of increase be maintained for

Weare took all the wheat the crowd 
sold. His brokers kept on taking it. 
in a minute every man who had Fold 
out at the opening was bidding to get 
the wheat back. The result was one 
of the quickest turns in the wheat 
trade in months. From 74% cents, the 
July price went in a few moments to 
76%, or K of a cent over the high 
point of last week. 

Just before the close there was an- 
other big jump. Almost before the 
brokers could realize it, July option 
was selling at 78% cents, or nearly 3 
cents over the high point of last week. 
Brokers who have been observing 
Weare tactics in the pit for days be- 
lieve he has accumulated a line of pos- 
sibly 10,000,000 bushels of wheat. Con- 
tract wheat stocks here have decreased 
very fast of late, and now show less 
than 6,000,000 bushels. With winter 
wheat harvests late, and the volume 
from the new crop likely to be mar- 
keted in July naturally reduced, and 
With old wheat stocks moving out at 
the rate of 400,000 to 600,000 bushels a 
day, the possibilities for manipulation 
on a large scale are great.

SECRETARY LONG’S VIEWS. 


Supreme Court’s Decision in the In- 

sular Cases Was Justifiable and Made 

Administration Less Embarrassing. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

DENVER, June 3.—Hon. John D. 
Long, Secretary of the Navy, passed 
through Denver en route to Washing- 
ton after a visit of about two weeks 
with his family, now stopping at Colo- 
rado Springs. While here he gave out 
for the first time a statement of his 
views on the Supreme Court decision in 
hae Porto Rican cases. It is as fol- 
ows: 

“The decision of the Downes case 
sustains the government, and is in ac- 
cordance with the views of the Repub- 
licans in Congress. I understand that 
it recognizes fully and clearly the 
power of Congress to legislate in its 
discretion with regard to the revenue 
relations of our insular possessions. 
Any other construction of the Consti- 
tution than this would have made the 
regulation of our relations with the 
new Territories a maze of inextricable 
confusion and inefficiency, and an ex- 
ample of: ‘how not to do it,’ and would 
have resulted in the stay of our com- 
mercial progress. It is not easy to de- 
tall the embarrassments in which the 
administration of insular affairs would 
have been involved. Their status is so 
essentially different from that of the 
States of the Union that the same leg- 
isiation for both is simply imprac- 
ticable. This is so clear that it goes 
without saying, and this decision tis 
fortunate. 

“Now, because of this very thing, 
there will be those who will say that 
the court has been governed by the 
necessities of the case and the inter- 
ests of the administration. On the 
contrary. I believe no other decision 
was justifable as pure matter of con- 
stitutional law and of precedent. It 
is the decision outlined by John 
Quincy Adams, by John Marshall, by 
Daniel Webster, by the most eminent 
authorities, and by previous decisions 
of the court iteelf. In the old pro- 
Slavery days, the effort was made to 
carry slavery into the Territories, un- 
der the theory that the Constitution 
went there with it. but that doctrine 
never found favor in popular opinion, 
which is now confirmed by the present 
decision of the Supreme Court. 

“The country will breathe freer, and 
the administration, confirmed in its 
views and strengthened in its work, 
will carry it on in the interest of all 
concerned with renewed assurance of 
universal good results.”

I appreciate fully 
the force of the reasons given by you 
and the effect upon the people of the 
State of a heated and strife-producing 
contest for United States Senator this 
year. For the sake of the peace, pros- 
perity and happiness of the people of 
this State, I am willing to hold onto 
my commission as United States Sena- 
tor and to continue to serve the State 
as I have done in the past to the best 
of my ability. 

“But in retaining my seat in the 
Senate I will not consent to be handi- 
capped or bossed by any one claiming 
a right to judge my niotives and ac- 
tions. I propose to exercise my judg- 


sponsibility to the people, 
for the upbuilding of the political and 
material interests of the State. I 
recognize fully my accountability to 
the govereign people, and am always 
ready to give a strict account of my 
official acts to them.” 

After declaring that a joint debate 
would obscure disputed points by bit- 
terness and personalities, the Senator 
continues:
